REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: in view of the 
Applicants' amendments and the Examiner's Amendment attached herewith the claims are now 
in condition for allowance. None of the prior art of record or a search in the pertinent art area 
teaches the compounds, compositions and method of use of 3-(2-METHOXY-4-PYRAZOL-l- 
YL-PHENYL)-2,5-DIMETHYL-7-(3-METHYL-PYRIDIN-2-YL)-PYRAZOLO[l,5- 
A] P YRIMIDINE claimed herein. 

The closes species found is in Application 10596646 ('546), which has the same 
inventive entity. The only difference is the amine compounds at the 7 position of the bicyclic 
core. The '546 Application claims heterocyclic compounds which must connect through the 
nitrogen heteroatom. Changing the connectivity of the pyridine ring from a carbon to the 
nitrogen in the instant Application changes the aromaticity of the ring. Thus, the instant 
Application is not obvious over the '546 Application for obviousness-type double patenting 
(ODP) since both Applications have the same filing date. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance."
